Tom was too exhausted to offer any explanation but late 
today will get an opportunity to explain his ransom demands to 
the police court headed by the mayor. 
Tom was worn out by the 
chase yesterday and when asked to present his case before the 
court last night suddenly grew limp and gazed listlessly about. He 
was apparently in a serious condition. 


Many made the assertion that Tom was feigning insanity to 
defeat the general charges police contemplate placing against him. 
Randolph spent the night locked in a cell with a special guard over 
him. 
A technical charge of being a suspicious person has been 
placed against him. If Randolph's condition is genuine, jail at­ 
tendants say a guard is necessary to lessen the possibility of a 
suicidal attempt.
